Sergeant wants 
town to pay bill

Holding a stack of bills above his 
head at the selectmen’s meeting Mon- 
day night, Andover Police Sgt. John 
Bernhardt accused the town of drag- 
ging its feet in paying for his ambu- 
lance transport to Lawrence General 
Hospital while on duty last May. 

“Tf 1 went out on the job and treated 
the people of this town the way I’ve 
been treated, I'd be suspended and 
you'd ask for my badge,” the 23-year 
veteran of the police force told select- 
men. 

Sgt. Bernhardt said he suffered 
chest pains while on duty at Lawrence 
District Court May 13. He was taken to 
LGH by ambulance. Since that time, 
Sgt. Bernhardt said he has repeatedly 
received bills from the ambulance 
company’s Somerville office for $874.50 
that the town has said it would pay. 

“This is my credit and my family’s 
credit you're dealing with. There is 
something totally wrong here,” he 
said. 

When Sgt. Bernhardt finished, 
Selectmen Chairman Charles Wesson 
shook his head and said, “I’m embar- 

rassed by all of this. You’re right, 
you're right, you’re right. I will take 
care of it.” 


Mr. Wesson then reassured Sgt. 
Bernhardt, who said he feared reper- 
cussions for approaching selectmen, 
“that absolutely no retaliation will 
take place.” 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
told the Townsman after Monday’s 
meeting he regrets that Sgt. Bernhardt 
chose to bring the matter before the 
selectmen. 

“He was treated badly and this 
could have been handled better,” he 
said, 

Chief James Johnson told the 
Townsman Tuesday that he is 
“shocked” that the bill hasn’t been 
paid. He said he and Mr. Stapcezynski 
met last month. At that time the town 
manager assured the police chief that 
the bill would be paid, according to 
Chief Johnson. 


Three arrested 
in urn theft

Three men were arrested Friday 
night in New Boston, N.H., and 
charged with stealing a cast-iron urn 
from in front of Old Town Hall earlier 
this month.

The 
other two men were released on bail 
over the weekend and were also 
arraigned Monday morning. 


The three allegedly used a flatbed 
truck owned by Mr. Glidden in the 3 
a.m. theft on Saturday, Oct. 3. After 
getting the urn onto the truck, they 
allegedly drove it back to New Boston 
for the night. The next morning, they 
drove the piece to Oak Ridge Antiques 
in Haverhill. The suspects said they 
were paid $75 for the urn, according to 
police.

for it, according to Detective David 
ae The eighteenth-century urn, 
one of two bought, restored and main- 
tained at Old Town Hall by the 
Andover Garden Club, was valued at 
$4,000 by a garden club member. The 
dealer denied knowing the item was 
stolen and was not charged.

We must remem- 
ber that the com- 
monwealth has man- 
dated that no bagged 
leaves will be accept- 
ed ai the incinerator 
from now on, In 
order to help our citi- 
zens with this leaf 
problem, Andover 
has developed a ter- 
rific composting site. 

This site is on 
High Plain Road 
before you get to 
Cross Street, oppo- 
site the Community 
Gardens and just 
before Harold Rafton 
AVIS Reservation. 
The site is fenced but 
there is ample park- 
ing off the road and 
anyone may take 
leaves (and grass 
clippings) in at any 
time. You can walk 
or wheelbarrow 
around the gate. 

The site opens for 
vehicles to drive in 
this week, Oct. 22, 
and will be open 
three days a week, 
Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday, from 8 
a.m, to 4 p.m. until 
and including Dec. 5. 
This means you can 
drive right up to the

A PANORAMIC VIEW OF THE TEETH 
For an unobserved and detailed view of all adult teeth, the 
dentist may recommend a complete series of X-rays, This 
may consist of 16 to 24 films that show about four teeth per 
film. Periapical X-ray films provide side views of the teeth 
from the roots to the tops of the crowns, while betewing 
films show only the crown and parts of the roots of two or 
three pairs of opposing teeth. On the other hand, a Panorex 
machine provides panoramic films with a full two- 
dimensional view of both jaws, from ear to ear. This 
remarkable view is created by a track-mounted X-ray 
generator and film holder which makes a series of 
exposures as it circles halfway around the head. Another 
benefit of panoramic film is that it uses half the radiation of 
a comparable series of conventional X-rays.

I felt he exuded 
honesty, strength, intelligence and per- 
sonality,” said Sue Welch, a registered 
Democrat but a Perot supporter com- 
ing into the debate. 

She was impressed with Mr. Perot’s 
proposals and said the fact that he is 
also funny is just “icing on the cake.” 

“The thing I liked about Clinton is 
he wasn’t one side or another,” said 
Stephen Colyer, a Democrat. “I think 
you can be in favor of one thing, like 
the trade agreement,” and stil] want to 
make it better. 

Mr. Perot was good, but wants to 
move too fast on the economic recov- 
ery, Mr. Colyer said. And he agreed 
with Mr. Quinn that the president used 
the same phrases over and over again. 

“It’s almost desperation at this 
point,” Mr. Colyer said, 

He scored the debate as a win for 
Gov. Clinton, gave second to Mr. Perot 
and third to President Bush. 


Sean Gresh, a Democrat. said he 
didn’t think asking who won was a 
good question, and that it would be bet 
ter to ask who can govern the best, who 
can deal and compromise and get 
things moving. 

“On that basis, I would judge Clinton 
to be the best of the three,” Mr. Gresh 
said. 

He is not impressed with Mr. Perot’s 
industry experience, saying it was too 
narrow a focus of experience. And Mr. 
Bush was honorable, but “out of 
touch,” he said. 

Sarah Rankin, a registered unen- 
rolled voter, said Mr. Perot won on an 
individual basis, but thought Gov. Clin- 
ton “looked most presidential at the 
end of the night.” 

She was not sure if there was a 
“whole lot of content” to Mr. Perot’s 
answers; President Bush did not 
address the problems well; and Mr. 
Clinton seemed most consistent, she 
said. 

The group debated Mr. Perot’s rea- 
sons for running , and Mr. Gresh said 
Mr. Perot is taken with the power of 
the office. Mr. Bevacqua said Mr. Per-

That’s also where he and Mr. Mee- 
han differ, he said. 

“He feels you do it by having a $380 
billion tax increase to support his 
plan,’ Mr. Cronin said. 

Mr. Meehan agrees that the number- 
one issue is the economy and jobs. He 
will propose a manufacturing caucus 
in Congress to seek growth in U.S. 
business and to work on conversion of 
defense manufacturers to domestic 
uses. 

Mr. Cronin said more people work 
for government than in manufacturing 
in the U.S. and the average family 
spends more on state and federal taxes 
than on housing, clothing and food. 

“The point of both of these things is 
that this is not the time to be increas- 
ing taxes or creating more bureau- 
crats,” Mr. Cronin said. “I’m proposing 
a lot of incentives to get small business- 
es to expand.” 

Putting people back to work will get 
more people paying taxes and fewer 
people collecting benefits, he said. 

“Research and development tax 
credits are how we’re going to get 
small business to invest,” Mr. Meehan 
said. 

Mr. Cronin also attacks Mr. Meehan 
for supporting a “play-or-pay” health 
care proposal. “That would set up a 
new massive federal bureaucracy,” Mr. 
Cronin said. “My program is one really 
of straightening out the existing insur- 
ance programs so that everybody has 
lifetime and equal access to it.” 

No government has ever decreased a 
deficit by increasing taxes, according 
to Mr. Cronin. 

Character issues 

Mr. Cronin has been trying to stick 
to the issues throughout the campaign, 
but has had to respond to attacks on 
his business finances by Mr. Meehan, 
he said. 

His record in office and his compa- 
ny’s records have been made public, he 
said. “Everything there is to know 
about me is open to the public, and has 
been gone over with a microscope,” 
Mr. Cronin said. 

He challenged Mr. Meehan to do the 
same, and provide a record of the 22 
cases he takes credit for prosecuting as 
assistant Middlesex district attorney. 

“He should go in and request the 
cases and get them,” Mr. Meehan said. 

Mr. Meehan left the DA’s office and 
does not have access to those cases, he 
said. 

Mr. Cronin accused the Middlesex 
district attorney's office of a “cover up” 
for not making that information avail- 
able. 

“I find it rather unusual, to say the 
least, that a person who has been a 
public official has no public record to 
be scrutinized,” Mr. Cronin said. “It 
would be great if we had some balance 
in that regard.” 

“T think he’s frustrated by the fact 
that I don’t have the things in my back- 
ground that he has that have resulted 
in a slew of negative stories,” Mr. Mee- 


han said. “Towards the closing days of

the campaign, Mr. Cronin’s getting a 
little bit desperate.” 

Mr. Meehan also accused Mr. 
Cronin of taking more than $32,000 in 
campaign contributions from employ- 
ees of brokerage firms under investiga- 
tion for high-pressure tactics, “the 
same type individuals I went after as 
assistant district attorney.” 

Mr. Cronin said he saw no reason to 
further defend his business dealings or 
his campaign finance record against 
such attacks. 

Andover’s support 

Mr. Cronin is depending on a strong 
showing in Andover on election day, 
he said. 


The key is to get a greater margin of 


votes from Lawrence, Methuen and 
Andover than Mr. Meehan gets from 
Dracut and Lowell, his own strong 
area, Lt. Gov. Paul Cellucci is cam- 
paigning for Mr. Cronin in the western 
part of the district where the lieu- 
tenant governor was a state senator, 
and Mr. Cronin said he thinks that will 
help him there. But he has to overcome 
Mr. Meehan’s base in the Lowell area. 

“So it’s Greater Lowell against 
Greater Lawrence,” Mr. Cronin said. 

Mr. Meehan said this week he is 
ahead in the polls and has strength 
throughout the district. “I expect to do 
very well in Greater Lawrence,” Mr. 
Meehan said.

The Massachusetts Coalition for a 
Healthy Future, led by the American 
Cancer Society, is sponsoring Question 
1 to raise the cigarette excise tax by 25 
cents, directing revenues to smoking 
prevention and-cessation programs, 
Raising the tax on tobacco would offset 
the tremendous health and economic 
burdens that smoking places on our 
society. 

Smoking is the single most pre- 
ventable cause of death and disease in 
the United States today, causing more 
premature deaths than heroin, 
cocaine, AIDS, fires, alcohol, auto acci 
dents, and murders combined. Nicotine 
addiction starts young — 38,000 children 
in Massachusetts start smoking every 
year and most are addicted by the time 
they reach age 14, Smoking costs Mas- 
sachusetts taxpayers $1.5 billion every 
single year for health care and lost pro- 
ductivity. 

Cigarette companies must replace 
the 3,000 smokers who quit or die every 
day. The vast majority of the replace- 
ment smokers will be children. A victo- 
ry for Question 1 will result in fewer 
smokers in the state, and save lives, A 
price increase is especially effective in 
dissuading children from starting or 
continuing to smoke. A similar ballot 
question in California, passed in 1989, 
has so far resulted in a 17-percent drop 
in cigarette consumption in that state 
twice the national average. 

Voting yes on Question 1 this Nov. 3 
will improve the public health of our 
state. Citizens of Andover should take 
the lead in supporting this critical ini- 
tiative.

Thanks to those of you who respond- 
ed to our reader survey that asked, 
“Are you worried about today’s chil- 
dren learning moral and civic respon- 
sibilities?” The five who returned the 
survey answered “yes.” 

The second question was, “Whose 
job is it to teach children to be respon- 
sible citizens?” 

“Parents, teachers, churches, com- 
munity groups (ex: scouts, sports orga- 
nizations)” read one. 

“Parents with help (support) from 
relatives, schools, religious and club 
organizations,” wrote another. 

“Parents, or whoever else is raising 
the pre-school and elementary-school 


child, and the school should reinforce 
it,’ wrote another, who added he or she 
has no children. 

“Although this is (or should be) a 
cooperative community effort — par- 
ents have the best opportunity to be 
role models for children in this area,” 
said one. 

“Family, school, church, communi- 
ty,” wrote another. 


The third question was, “What do 
you suggest this community do about 
the statistics the superintendent cited 
in the above story?” That story told 
how Mark McQuillan, superintendent 
of Andover’s public schools, listed 
some sad statistics such as incidents of 
racial violence or hostility are up, alco- 
hol and substance abuse are up and 


incidences of cheating in high school 
are also up. 

Here’s what the five said we should 
do about those statistics: 

“I think the schools are already 
doing a wonderful job encouraging stu- 
dents to have a globai outlook, especial- 
ly in environmental awareness and 
showing mutual respect, reaching out, 
etc.,” wrote Tina LaFranchi of 14 
Wabanaki Way.

“Emphasize the need to include 
moral and civic responsibility issues 
in curriculum at all levels,” wrote 
another.

{Continued 1q ) 
local programs will start.” 

“I think the government has to step in and 
start the loop. You can’t set it up if you can’t 
get rid of your recyclables. That’s the back- 
ward way to do it,” Ms. Pustell said. 


William F. Marsden, vice president of 


DeMoulas, disagrees that this initiative can 
create a recycling market. 

“You can’t create it in Massachusetts. You 
have to create it on a national basis,” Mr. 
Marsden said. 

Bob McQuade, Andover’s Public Works 
director, also opposes the initiative, a posi- 
tion he knows will surprise some residents 
because he supports recycling. But Mr. 
McQuade said it is “not clear” what effect 


the initiative would have on the amount of 


trash flow. He agreed with Mr. Marsden that 
the packaging initiative would have a much 
better chance of working if it were proposed 
on a regional basis. 
What’s affected? 

Packaging makes up one third of solid 
waste, according to proponents, only 10 per- 
cent of which is currently being recycled. 
One of every $10 spent on food and beverages 
is for packaging. Opponents say at least 
50,000 products, including food, clothing, 
toys, electronics, hardware and personal 
care products, would be affected. 

But most of those are items that are dou- 
ble or triple wrapped, like TV dinners that 
are in a tray, sealed with foil, then placed in 
a box, which then may have plastic covering 
it, according to Ms. Pustell. Soaps and 
deodorants are other products that may have 
a bottle inside a box or a box wrapped into a 
package with other boxes. 

“Things are overdone,” Ms. Pustell said. 
“The packaging companies are out to use 
plastics.” 

That is the reason, proponents say, the 
plastic companies are the big opponents and 
the largest contributors to the fight against 
the initiative.While proponents raised 
$100,000 to push for the bill, $4 million was 
raised to fight it. 

Proponents say companies repackage 
goods every year anyway and don’t see any 
problem with adjusting the packaging to fit 
the state’s requirements by 1996. 

“That gives business plenty of time to do 
what they have to do to go along with it,” Ms. 
Pustell said. 

Mr. Marsden disagrees. 

“You're wanting manufacturers to pro- 
duce packaging strictly for Massachusetts,” 
he said. “If you understand it, it really can't 
be handled on an individual state basis.” 

Mr. Marsden said it is not that DeMoulas, 
or other businesses affected by the proposal, 
are against recycling. 

“T believe in recycling. We've been recy- 
cling for years,” he said. “It’s like mother- 
hood. You have to be for it. But it has to be 
done with a little more thought.” 

Many recycled materials are already 
being used in packaging and already meet or 
exceed the 25 percent requirement, Ms. 
Pustell said. Paperboard packaging is one 
such material. Recycled paperboard is white 
on the outside and gray on the inside and is 
already found in products such as tissue and 
cereal boxes. 

“Chances are, that could have been made 
in the Lawrence paperboard plant and it 
could have been made out of Andover’s 
papers because that’s our market,” Ms. 


Pustell said. 
Jobs 

Like the bottle bill, which was 
fought for many years before it was 
passed in this state, the most vocal 
lobbyists against it were businesses. 
Ms. Pustell said. That initiative, like 
this one, was supposed to take away 
jobs, she said. 

“T believe that it created some 
jobs,” Ms, Pustell said. “Industry 
went along with it and all but two 
states in New England now do it.” 

Mr. McQuade said he supported 
the bottle bill because it created an 
incentive to recycle — the deposit

“I'd much rather see industry 
resolve this problem rather than see 
a government bureaucracy trying to 
resolve this,” Mr. McQuade said. 

Most people think the bottle bill 
was beneficial for Massachusetts, 
but don’t realize its effect in border 
towns and how many more bottled 
products are sold just over the state 


line in New Hampshire because of 


the extra cost, according to Mr, 
Marsden. 

“If it was done on a national basis. 
it wouldn't affect the Merrimack Val 
ley,” Mr. Marsden said.

But 11 other states do have simi-

Opponents say the initiative will 
put small stores out of business and 
cost hundreds or thousands of jobs 
across the state. Proponents dis- 
agree. 

“Proponents feel this will gener- 
ate new industry and new jobs in 
Massachusetts,” according to Ms, 
Pustell. “Environmental work cre 
ates a whole new set of jobs.”

owners of the Earthfood Store on 
Chestnut Street, support the initiative 
and don’t see how it could hurt them. 

“People still need products. They 
still need to buy things. So if we reduce 
the packaging, how is that going to 
change?” Mr. McKertich said. “I really 
don’t think the legislation is going to 
put people out of business. Maybe I’m 
not understanding it.” 

““T don’t know why industry keeps 
fighting it because it’s going to happen 
anyway,” Ms. Pustell said. “If it doesn’t 
happen this year, it will happen anoth- 
er year along the line, because we just 
can’t keep using up our resources.” 
Costs 

Reducing packaging should cut the 
retail prices and the cost of trash dis- 
posal for cities and towns because they 
will be paying fewer tipping fees at 
incinerators, landfills or transfer sta- 
tions, according to proponents. 
Andover currently pays $65 a ton to 
take its trash to the waste-to-energy 
plant in North Andover. 

“It will save consumers money, con- 
serve natural resources and it will 
reduce costly trash disposal,” Ms. 
Pustell said. 

Opponents say this initiative will 
cost $500 million a year, or $230 per 
household. 

But those figures don’t take into con- 


disposal or the reduced cost of less 
packaging, according to Bob Pustell, 
Margaret’s husband and chairman of 
Andover’s Conservation Commission. 

“They completely left out any sav- 
ings that the government and commu- 
nities make and they assume that 
everything that’s packaged would have 
to be repackaged,” Mr. Pustell said. 

Glass bottles are packages but 
should not be included in those figures 
because they are already recycled and 
won't be changed. The same goes for 
plastic bottles, Mr. Pustell said. 


“Their assumption is everything 
has to be repackaged at once,” he said. 

In fact, a study at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology said the initia- 
tive will save the state $500 million, 
Mr. Pustell said. The Recycling Initia- 
tive Campaign quotes another MIT 
study that sets the amount saved at 
$170 million to $300 million. 

“So you can take your choice of 
numbers,” Mr. Pustell said. 

Less packaging should mean lower 
prices, not higher, at the checkout, 
according to Mr. McKertich. He sells 
organically-grown rice, bought in bulk, 
for $1.09 a pound, while the same rice 
packaged costs 75 cents more a pound, 
he said. 

“It defies my common sense to say 
less packaging means increased cost to 
the consumer,” Mr. McKertich said. 
“The end result is we'll have less pack- 
aging, and that’s fine.” 

And although he doesn’t see why 
costs should go up, Mr. McKertich is 


ready if they do. 

“If it’s going to cost us, or me, some- 
thing, I think it’s time we put our mon- 
ey where our mouth is,” Mr. McKer- 
tich said. “I have.principles to stand 
for and I’m willing to take my 
chances.” 

More bureaucracy 

Opponents say three new state 
agencies will be set up to regulate and 
supervise the packaging law, adding to 
state government. 

“It just increases the bureaucracy 
and doesn’t solve the problem,” Mr. 
McQuade said. 

A similar bill, which is mired in the 
Legislature, would have accomplished 
much of the same results as the initia- 
tive proposal without creating the 
bureaucracy, according to Mr. 
McQuade. “This may aid recycling, but 
it causes other problems that don’t 
make it worth it.” 

Proponents say all three “advisory 
groups” will be commissions within 
the DEP, and will not require new 
agencies to be set up. 

A job oversight commission will be 
set up under the secretary of labor. A 
second commission, under the secre- 
tary of the environment, will provide 
an economic review of the program 
and an implementation commission 
will help businesses apply the stan- 
dards. A total of only five to 10 new 
employees will be needed, those to deal 
with exemption appeals and the actual 
spot checks for compliance, according 
to Mike Sullivan, spokesman for the 
Recycling Initiative Campaign.

Massachusetts generates more 
than 600 tons of solid waste annually, 
rising at the rate of 1 percent a year, 
Of that, 78 percent goes into landfills, 
17 percent is burned and less than 10 
percent is recycled. The Executive 
Office of Environmental Affairs esti- 
mates up to 40 percent of the state’s 
trash could be recycled. 

Under the initiative, reduced pack- 
aging would have to be reduced in 
bulk by at least 25 percent. Reusable 
packaging would be reused or refill- 
able at least five times and actually 
reused at least 50 percent of the time. 
Packaging made of recycled materi- 
als would be made of at least 25 per- 
cent recycled materials by December 
1995, 35 percent by 1998 and 50 per- 
cent by 2001. 

It includes containers used to pro- 
tect, store, handle, transport, display, 
or market products, including cases, 
crates, disposable cups and plates, 
pails, foil, trays, wrappers, bags, 
tubs, and inserts and materials used 
to cushion a container’s product. 

Those responsible to comply with 
initiative would be the first individu- 
al or business to receive a product 
packaged outside the state, a person 
who ‘packages a product in the state

Together, the duo attended Mas- 


sachusetts General Hospital School of 


Nursing and Emmanuel College, Their 
interest in special-needs children 
materialized when, while working as 
critical-care nurses, they volunteered 
at a Boston telethon. 

At the telethon, they learned about 
a South Shore-area program in which 
mothers could leave their handi- 
capped children and know they were 
being cared for and stimulated, 

Soon after, Ms. Anderson said, they 


approached the Rev, J. Edgar Pike of 


Christ Church in Andover and 
requested the use of a lower-story 
room as a respite for parents of handi- 
capped children.

help her mother run the family busi- 
ness, a small, Methuen shoe store.

“IT want people to realize that there 
are millions of handicapped people 
that deserve to live normally,” Ms, 
Chedekel said. 

For more than two years, she has 
been meeting once a month with stroke 
victims and their families in areas 
such as Andover, Lowell and Newbury- 
port, helping them make their voices 
heard in the community. 

This can be quite a task, especially 
when a stroke has impaired or com 
pletely taken away the individual’s 
ability to form words. 

“Twenty-five years ago, patients did 
not live long enough to come home,” 
said Ms. Chedekel, who became inter- 
ested in speech pathology through her 
love of acting. “I always wanted to be 
an actress, so I went into speech.” 

Now, thanks to medical advances, 
patients have a good chance of surviv 
ing a stroke, she said. Yet, on an emo- 
tional level, their standard of living 
often plummets, leaving many with 
normal intellectual capabilities, tragi- 
cally isolated from friends and family. 

Recently, Ms. Chedekel’s husband, 
Paul, suffered a stroke, intensifying the 
personal implications of her crusade 
and inspiring her to fight even harder 
for her cause. 

She is attempting to change the 
future for stroke victims by making 
the public, local businesses in particu 
lar, aware of the responsibilities they 
have with regard to accommodating

During the time she and Ms. 
Chedekel have worked together, the 
two have become “best friends.” 

As she continues her crusade, Ms. 
Chedekel looks forward to the day 
when all handicapped people will be 
able to share the excitement that 
results in triumphs such as Ms. Care] 
ton’s. 

“If I could have anything in the 
whole world, I would want people to 
become aware of others around them,” 
she said.

Among other tasks, the ICA assists 
in researching Lawrence-area families’ 
genealogical roots.

Patrons throughout the Merrimack 
Valley help keep the ICA alive, some 
volunteering there on a regular basis.
